TIfc Scientific Department ptJbii^iles an article on '(liYr’n M.inun s’ and 
gives an analysis of a practically new pl.nif. It is fo be noted tli.il only a 
very small amomil of seed is a\ailab!e at tlii.a OHite. 

A report of the 4‘ith .Annual General Meeting of the South Mysore 
Planters’ AssocialioJi is published, the most promineut feature of which is 
the strongly-w'orded speech of the Chairman on the subject of the Matiga- 
lore Kail way, and the Kesoliition passed at the Meeting ex Dressing the 
unalterable opitiiou of the Association as to the nece.ssity tjf this Railway. 

From Mr. Dickins, Honorary Secretary, Slievaroy Planters' Associatiopj 
under cover of .a letter to the Editor, comes as a warning to all districts, a 
translation of a circular by a Labour Recruiter from Hurina. There appears 
tube something peculiarly congenial in the air of Vercand that attracts the 
Labour Recruiter of this stamp, and dulls his semic of moral obligation.

PESTS AND DISEASES. 

The Tea in this district is singularly free from the usual insecl and 
fungoid diseases, and being isolated and at a considerable distance from 
other planting districts it should be an easy matter to keep it free. Special 
care should be taken to avc^ the introduction of diseases from outside, 
and all seed imported should be most carefully disinfected and the packages 
in which it comes burned. In this connection 1 would refer to the possi< 
bility of introducing Blister Blight from Northern India, though equal pre* 
cautions should be taken to guard against the introduction of ^utheru 
Indian diseases. lit the Planters' Chronicle (VI. 298) the method of dis- 
infection advised by the Government Mycologist is described. The seed 
should be soaked for an hour in a solution of one part of Corrosive sublimate 
in 1,(X)0 parts of water. s 

Fruit trees and garden plants are a particular source of danger, and 
those should not be imported into the district from places like Bangalore, 
where all kinds of scale insects and blights are common. In a recent report 
tipon a tour in Mysore the Govermnent Fntontologist said, *' when touring by 
rail 1 often see at railway stations consignments ot plants and young trees, 

I mangoes &c.d being sent by rail and it is very rarely indeed that I am un- 
able to detect scale insects or other pests being carried with them.” Every 
effort should he made to keep the district free from such pests and no orna- 
mental or economic plants should be imported unless they have been previ- 
ously fumigated. A fumigatortum fina been established and is working 
satisfabtorily at the La) Hagh Gardens in Bangalora, and if any one wishes 
to obtain fruit trees or plants from that place he should insist on their being 
treated in this fumigatoriiim before they arc despatched. Were it ever 
necessary to import l.arge (juantitics of nursery stock, such as Citrus plants 
for instance, into the district, it would be advisable to build a fumigatoriuiii 
and treat them all at some convenient pomt on the boundary such as 
Bottom Station. 

It must be reniembered tliat a disease introduced into a new district is 
always likely to prove disastrous because it is so oftuu import(?d without any 
of its natural enemies and, should it tind the conditions suitable, it may cause 
more damage than in the district from which it came where a balance 
may exist more or less between itself and the natural forces which hold it in 
check. 

The most important pest, and one which causes a very considerable 
amount of loss, in the High Range is Rats. These are dealt with chiefly by 
jueans of traps and poisons. A note in the Punjab AnricHltural aXoIch 
on the subject of ftetd rat extermin^Uion may prove of ijiterest. It is there 
stated that, *’ land owners troubled with rats or mice might try a method of 
destruction which has been followed with success in Farid kot. .^ii ordinary 
brainier is provided with a douic-shapcd cover in the centre of which is a 
small funnel. To the fuunel is attached a piece of flexible ifdbing and to 
that again an iron pipe. Suiphiir is sprinkled on live charcoal in the brazier 
and the t times are carried by the pipe into the rat hole. They ramify 
through the holes and kill the himates. Njfiighbouring exit holes should be 
blocked up as far as possible. ’— Mijricuf/urtri Journal of India Vll. 2). 

A very good poison is a mixture of ef|ual weights of tar and sulbhuric 
acid. This mixture is pul dv^Yu iu the ruus and rouud Ihc holes aud U 4 
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rat steps in it he h usually killed as he wOl Hek himself and the acid kills 
him. The results obtain^ with this poison are apparent as the rat will 
usually go to water and be found dead in its neighbourhood. 

An attempt has been n^ide in the district to use Ratin and some of the 
preparations of a similar nature, but with little success. This is probably 
due to the fact that the heat erf the plains to which these preparations are 
exposed during their transport either kills the micro-organisms in the culture, 
or renders them so weak that they have little or no effect upon the rats. 
The Imperial Bacieriologist stationed at Posa, has investigated the efficacy 
of Ratio and Trope Ratin as rat exterminators and in his Annua! Report for 
1910-11 he said, Experiments were made with fresh samples received from 
England. Ratin is a bacterial culture prepared in Copenhagen, which is 
intended to produce an infectious disease in rats which have fed on baits 
treated with it, and which then spread the contagion amongst others. 
Although the cultures when received at Pusa were alive, as was proved by 
transfers, no pathogenic effects fallowed wheti given with food to cap^Jve 
rats. In corresponding with the Director of the Ratin Laboratory at 
Copenhagen, L suggested that the virulence of the cultures might be regained 
by cultural methods in India.” 

“Ttope Rali^isnota bacterial culture, but a vegetable poison the 
principal feature of which U its toxicity for rats and mice and harmlessness 
for other animals. Experiments proved' that its efficacy in India depends 
upon its use within a limited period of time after its preparation, as rapid 
deterioration takes place with loss of toxicity.” 

It is possible that Ratin might be imported into the district on ice in 
the same way a? the ova are obtained in the attempt which was made to 
introduce trout into the streams, and that the doctor, or some one else with 
the requisite technical skill, might be able to cultivate it and obtain it in 
large enough quantities for use on the estates. 

The way to use Ratin in the Field is to c.ifch a number of Rats and 
feed them on food containing the culture until they have contracted the 
disease and then to set them fret! in rat infested places to spread the disease 
among their fellows. 

Of .actual Tea diseases. Stump Rot .appears to cause the most damage 
in the district. I have nothing to add to the method of eradication and pre* 
vention of this disease which will be found in the pages of the Chronicle 
(id nauseam. I would only here insist upon the necessity for a generous 
application of lime .and a hig pit. 

Another pest which was in evidence at the time of my visit and causing 
perhaps more annoyance than actual loss was ’ Flush Worm.’ This is a 
small caterpillar which rolls up a leaf round the tip of the flush and proceeds 
to eat the contents of this temporary shelter. This is the caterpilUr of a 
moth closely related to Capua coffcaria if not the same. Probably the best 
w-ay to deal with it is to put on a special pluckers to gather all these 
rolled up shoots and bring them in and burn them. This checks the pest 
bec.iuse it reduces the number of caterpillars that ever reach the moth stage. 
This is important because it is the female moth lajing hundreds of eggs 
which distributes the pest. 

, Of other diseases there were, as far as ! could see, “practically nothing but 
insignificant traces, and these so long as the vigour of the tea is maintained 
should never cause any trouble. Their presence is, however, a potential 
danger if ever the tea is allov/ed to run down below a certain standard of 
vitality, and, as I pointed out when dealing •with the subject of manures, 
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every effort ^ould be made to gnai^tain the bnsiiea in a bigb state (^vigour. 
In my hnmbte opinion fhe time to get an estate into tip top order and vigour 
and free from diseases like Stump Rot &c., is in good times when prices are 
high ; then when bad timra come the tea will be in a condition to withstand 
the neglect which it may be absolutely necessary to enforce upon it, and will 
have a store of energy to enable it to resist diseases which always lie in wail 
for the weakling and do more damage to uninanured, shucks bnshcs« than to 
healthy one®. 

Therefore T strongly advise all Tea planters in this district to get iyiah ses 
made of their soils, carefully watch the bushes, and attend to Stiunp Kot 
patches, and other diseased places, and be ready with a. systematic luannrial 
plan and apply it at once iC they see any signs of deterioration.

(juite is, higher than about a fortnight ago.

Some time a^jo my attention was called to a plant wh6h bad been grown 
io a small clearing of Kdbnsta coffee and cut and dug in. Tim partfenlar 
clearing was a great success and a large portion of the success was put 
down to the green dressing which at the time was thought to be a legume./ 
Specimens have been indeniified by the Acting (lOvenunent Motanlsf and 
it proves to Im an Acanthaceous plant, and not a legume at all, 
Perisirophe bicalyculata—U is' an erect spre.ading bushy plant with 
small, entire leaves 2 inches by 1 inch, with small rose pink flowers. It grew 
to a height of about IN inches and formed compact little bushes some 2 fe^ 
in diameter on the ground which it covered well, keeping <lQwn weeds 
very effectually. It is .i surface rooted plant with a nx>t spread of some 
eight inches! on each side. It provided a good deal of malerial to cut and 
bnr}', or use as a mulch, at the lime it begat, to flower. An analysis was 
made of this cut material wliich consisted of shuns and leaves, but' no thick 


woody ^rtft or roots. The air dried marerial ga

Green Btt^ in Mysore , — The Planting Expt;rt returned lo^ headquarters 
on 14tb April from South Mysore where he had been to inspect the area 
infected svith a sporadic outbreak of Green Bug {Lecaniitm viridcl The 
planters are fully alive to the danger of allowing this pest Io go unchecked 
and, with the assistance of the Scientific Assistant for Mysore, are doing 
everything in their power to tackle it at once, witli the result that it is under 
thorough control and there is every prospect of its being stamped put, or at 
least kept from Spreading. There appears to be no reason w-hatever for 
panic, or for regarding this outbreak in a pessimistic light. The Scientific 
Assistant for Coorg has been sent by the special Coimnittee. who control his 
work, to study the Bug and the methods for its eradication which are being 
adopted in Mysore tn order that they may be quite prepared lf> follow suit 
^^hotild it spread over the border. In the next issue of the CItronicie it is 
hoped to publish something about the policy adopted in Mysore to deal with 
the outbre^dc, and to discuss the qucstkHJ <>f bow* it may have been intro;

Alteration of Tenure and Title Deeds far as I can gather, there 
is a great probability that Government after re- survey and settlement will 
give lands now held on Rupee 1 assessment t30 years’ tenure) on permanent 
tenure without payment of such taxes. 

In October last Government issued an order that Title Deeds $ieed not 
be firanted to persons who uvre not the original f^rantees. This has 
been taken to mean that Title Deeds will be issued for lands acquired from 
others than Government direct. I think representations should be made 
to Government pointing out the hardships.

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Geatl^co,— Our P^ident for the year baviag resigned and gone to 
England cAi a hofiday, and you bavnig dor# me the honour ot electing me 
Chairman of tbb meeting* I (eel at a considerable disadvantage as it is usual 
.or the Prcsideutlo you a resumi of the year's work at the Annual 
General Meeting, 

I am unfortunately unable to do this but I will endeavour to briefly 
allude to a few subjects of general interest. 

The past year will be always memorable in the aniuls of this Associa- 
tion for two things ; firstly, the combined Planters’ Associations of Mysore 
have at last their own Scientific Assistant, and he is itow at work antongst 
us. I feet snre if he receives the support, he should, in his endeavotirs, 
carry out his experimental and research work ; we. as a community, will 
derive great benefit from the same. I wottld, however. I’ke to definitely state 
that Mr. Frattini's usefulness asa Scientific Assistatit to tlte Cofi’ee Industry 
in Mysore will in no small measure rest with ourselves, 'as we know, or 
should know exactly, where we need scieiUilic help and guidance in our 
work, and it is for us to bring our wants and requirements to his notice, 
and help him as much as we can to find a solution for the various problems 
we have confrotitiiig us. It is quite hopeless to expect our Scientific Officer 
to do everything himself ; we [im?t first give him llic help otir past experience 
and local knowledge of our industry has taught us, and then endeavour tu 
direct research and experiments along the lines that will have the maximum 
benefit to ourselves. If there is natural co-operation and assistance belwi-en 
the Assistant Scientific Otficer and ourselves it wull be very largely oiir own 
fault if wc do not derive great benefit from his investigations and experiments, 

The Government of Mysore have tnade up their minds to ^cry largely 
develop railway construction in the State, and have appointed a Railway 
Engineer of great eicpcrience and reputation to go thoroughly into all the 
railway requirements of Mysote, with a view to the economic development 
of the Province and to advise them as to the most important lines to 
construct first. 

This Association has, during the past tw{ iity-five years again and again, 
pointed out that it matters not how much railways arc developed in Mysore, 
their maximum usefulness will never be at mined until direct railway com- 
munication to the West Const through MangHloro is established. Wc are all 
of m more convinced now more than ever that ? line from some point on 
the existing railway system to MaiigHloi c is of vital importance to tlie State, 
aod I unhesitatingly say the first link in the chain of railway development 
it) Mysore should be the one leading to the West Coast. 

Sooner or later, the vested interests, and I go further and say hostile 
interests, and influences now at work to prevent the natural developments of 
the Slate of Mysore will be forced to stand aside, as it is nothing short of a 
public scandalthat it should be possible for any interests vested or other- 
wise. to prevent a progressive State like Mysore developing its own province 
and resources in a manner most suitable to its own local rcijuirementa and 
necessities, and we look to the paramount j)ower in insist upon justice being 
drme -Mysore in this respect, and also doing their share of the work by- 
constructing their short section of railway from the Mysore frontier to the 
West Coast at Mangalore. 

It gave the whole community, European and Indian, the greatest plea- 
sure to welcome their Highnesses the Maharaja and Yiivaraja to the plant- 
ing districts of the State, and I feci sure their Highnesses will retain very * 
pleasant recollections of this beautiful and interesting part of their territory.

— I should like to call attention to the 
fact that there is still Rs. 100 of promised subscriptions to this fund tliat 
have not yet been paid. 

During the year we had the honour of ^ visit from Ills Highness the 
Maharaja and the Resident. Sir Hugh Daly, .and a few days ago the Dewau 
received a deptitatiou and gave us a patient hearing on all the subj«'els 
brought forward. We h.ive to regret the death of Mr. Devaraj LVs who 
wrs known to in my of ns when Deputy Cniamissioner in Hassan. 

In concltision, I should like to record the gro.it assistance 1 have 
received from our President, Mr, F. M. Hamilton, and to thank Mr, W- L, 
Crawford for his help and advice. 

I place my resignation in your hands. 

.Accounts. — T he accounts having been previnnsly audited by Mr. C. 
hake were passc.l and the budget for the coming year adopted. 

Railways. — The following resolution w.is put. from the Chair and 
passed nnaninionsly That this Association again place on record its 
unalterable opinion th.it any scheme of railway const met ion drawn up for the 
I'conomic developiueut of the Mysore Province should have as its keyslotm 
{lirectcoiniimilicalion with the West Oia.st to Mangalore, tli4‘ natural port ui 
Mysore, aud seeing that the Mysore Durbar arc willing to construct their 
portion of the proposed line lying within (he borders of that State, this 
.Association resolves to reipiest the Secretary, L'. P. A. S, I., to bring the 
whole facts of the c.ase before the Secretary of State for India, and urge upon 
him the necessity which exists for the r,ovcrnincnt of India, to sanction the 
construction of the section running from tlje Mysore frontier to Mangalore, a 
distance of about 50 miles, and that the Planting Metnber on the Council of 
Fort St. George be .asked to personally bring the matter to the notice of the 
Madras Government.” 

Roads. — Attention was drawn to several of the roads in the district and 
(he opinion of all members present seemed to be that the bad condition of 
the roads was due entirely to lack of supervision and not to want of fondt?, 
and a resolution as belosv was passed : — " That this Association is of opinion 
that the Belur, Gonibede, Helur, Harguai, llalu, Kcncbamanan Hoskoti;, 
Kerodc roads and part of the M an jarab^ad* Mangalore road are in a 
deplorable condition and attributes this state of affairs to lack of proper and 
adeejuate supervision rather than to insufficient grants for up keep, and that 
this Association do write to the Chief Engineer to make satisfactory and snffi- 
cient arrangements to ensure (hat repairs sanctioned by the Public Works 
Department be done in an efficient manner and at the right season of the 
year.” ' Proposed by Mr. C. K. Pittock and seconded by Mr. C. Lake. 

Labour.— Registration Scheme.— TT iis subject having previously 
been folly discussed at the General Meeting held at Manbalu in November 
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lait it was proposed’ by and seconded by Mr. A.TbocraOQ : —

LKcisr.ATiox.— Graxt of TirtR Deeds.— I t was decided that 
Mr. W. L. Crawford be asked to draw up a memmandum and forward it to 
Covernment llirougli the Association. 

Medical.— T he Honorary Secretary was instructed to press for the 
early establUhmeut of a Dbpeiisary at Gouibede and for a greater numbcT 
of Dispensaries throus^out the Muhiaad. It was also noted with satisfaction 
Ib.it the new I>i»[>cnsary at Saklasptir h.as been o|>ened to the public. 

Scientific Department. - Mvsorf. Scifntihc Assistant. — A*, 
what seems to be a sporadic outbri'ak of green bug lus been repmted anU 
as under these circumstances it is important Hiat every should be 
made to stamp oat the pest before it gains a further footing in Mj'sore; it 
was proposed by Mr. S. Sladden and seconded by >lr. E. W. Rutherford 
Th.’it owing to the discovery of green bug in Mysore that the Assistant Sden- 
tihe Officer's services arc uigenlly needed to deal with the outbreak, and the 
CmincH be fef{iiested to allow Mr. Frattini to devote the whole of bis time 
the stamping out of the pest and his prograinine be altered accordingly." 
Mr. Frattini showed specimens of green bug to those present at the ineetini^ 
so (hat meinbcrs should know what to look ior and how to identify it. 

Laboratorv for Mysore Assistant.— The Meeting endorsed the 
action of the South Mysore Planters* Association members of the Council 
of Mysore Planters’ Associations in voting for (he csiablishnicnt of a 
laboratory.

m\ provide a 1st class covered in swimming bath, etc,, water (of course* 
under European superintcudcucc)— one for ladies and one for gents— mixed 
ttathiog to 1^ allott'ed only after closing a two years’ agreement, 'rhis ought 
to fetch them by the ship load.

(11. » Should men or women cither married or parents happen to bring 
with ibem to the Estate persons who are incapacitated for work'lhc latter 
will receive monthly pay gratis.

Agricl’LTURai, Education in Italy. 

Hy Royal decree the Higher Council of .Agricultural, Industrial and Com* 
mcrcial Instruction in Italy was abolished in December 1911, a Council 
for Agticul^ral Instruction substituted. The new Council is tf con^st of 
fourteen ihifembers appointed by th^ Minister of Agriculture, and is to give 
advice regarding proposed l^slation and general provision fpr agricultural 
instruction, agricultural schools of all kinds, aid to students, and other 
questions relating to agriculture, forestry, and /ootechnical studies which he 
may refer to it.—AgriCKHMfirl News,
